An impressive 2,388 voters (56 percent of the 
4,269 registered Mattapoisett voters) made their way to 
the temporarily relocated polls at the Knights of Colum- 
bus Hall on Route 6 on Tuesday, April 2 to cast their 
ballots in the Annual Town Election. In what was pre- 
dicted to be a much tighter race by many political pun- 
dits, voters resoundly returned Selectman incumbent 
Raymond Andrews to office for another three-year term, 
defeating newcomer Jordan Collyer (who garnered 801 
votes) and second-time candidate Daniel Goodman Sr. 
(who placed third with 431 votes). 

"I'm very pleased that the citizens of Mattapoisett 
have placed a vote of confidence in me and Fm very 
happy with (the results)/ 7 Mr. Andrews said from his 
home on election night. When asked to comment on both 
of his two challengers, Mr. Andrews would only say: "I

Mattapoisett/ 7 Chairman Lambalot read. "The jury in 
Federal Court decided in favor of Mr. Lopes and awarded 
him $130,000 in compensatory damages for lost wages, 
past and future. In addition, the Selectmen were assessed 
punitive damages in the amount of $2,700. The financial 
liability will be covered by the town's insurance. 

"The Selectmen feel we acted in the best interest 
of the town, however, the Jury did not agree with our 
position and ruled that Mr. Lopes 7 first amendment rights 
had been violated.

Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Richard 
Cutler on Monday, April 1 at 7:00 pm. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative

was discussed at last week's Selectmen's meeting. 

After reviewing the letter, Chief Przybylek 
prepared a written report for the board. In the letter, Mr. 
Collasius made three complaints against the Police 
Department, including failure to provide service after a 
September 27 complaint made against a man who 'Ver- 
bally accosted" Mr. Carey in his driveway. The Chief 
explained that his staff did not arrest the man at the scene 
because they said they did not observe him in violation 
and "they encountered some reluctance by witnesses to 
give written statements necessary to pursue charges 
against the man involved." After speaking with Mr. 
Collasius the following day, Chief Przybylek directed his 
staff to bring charges of "Open and Gross Lewd and 
Lascivious Conduct, a felony, as well as Disorderly 
Conduct" against the man. He was subsequently found 
guilty, and the court ordered his case be "Continued 
Without a Finding" and he was placed on probation. 

Chief Przybylek conceded that a "better course of 
action would have been to arrest the man at the scene, 
regardless of any input received from witnesses, and our 
staff should have done so." 

In his second complaint, Mr. Collasius stated 
there were three telephone messages placed to the Police 
Department that were unanswered. Chief Przybylek 
agreed that failure to return calls reflected poorly on an 
organization and apologized for the lapse in communica- 
tion. 

The final complaint was in regard to the March 18

telephone call placed to the Police Department by Mr. 
Collasius in which he advised the police that the man 
involved in the September incident had returned to the 
area. Members of the department delayed their response 
to the scene because they were trying to determine if any 
warrants had been issued for the man, who was not 
involved in any criminal behavior at the time of the call. 
The Chief explained: "it is important to note that even 
though Mr. Collasius and Mr. Carey may have been aware 
of a probation requirement for (the man) that restricted 
him from being in the neighborhood, the police still had 
no authority to arrest him unless he was either engaged in 
some criminal conduct or if a warrant had been issued for 
his arrest. Probation violations are enforced by probation 
officers, not police officers, who generally are not made 
aware of the conditions of probation that may be assigned 
by courts/ 7 

Once it was determined that there indeed was a 
probation violation, the officers responded to the call, and 
arrived at the scene. They were unable to find him after 
an extensive search and several subsequent hours of 
surveillance. 

Chief Przybylek said he believes the responding 
officers handled the attempt to locate the individual 
appropriately, but he agreed there was no excuse for them 
not responding to the call without delay. "The (Police) 
Department clearly could have served Mr. Collasius better 
by responding without delay and explaining to him in 
person why action could not be taken until a warrant 
could be located/ 7 Chief Przybylek read from his written 
statement. "I agree that our staff was wrong and did not 
provide the best service possible by not responding 
without delay to Mr. Collasius 7 first call. 77 

The Chief added he has discussed his findings 
with his department and "counseled members of the staff 
who I feel could have used better judgement. 77 The Chief 
also takes responsibility and will "initiate action to 
minimize the possibility of reoccurrence 77 of similar events 
in the future. He added that he has no evidence to suggest 
the man in question posed any danger to the residents of 
Rochester. 

Both Mr. Collasius and Mr. Carey, who were in

attendance at the meeting, were satisfied with the Chief's 
response to their concerns. 

Next on the agenda, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon notified the board that he has been receiving 
several bids for repainting Town Hall. One bid came in at 
$17,500 which was a thorough proposal, including 
painting for the front stairs, side ramp, doors as well as 
removing the windows and painting underneath them. 
This estimate also included two coats of paint. One bid 
came in as low as $12,000 but wasn't nearly as thorough.

Wanderer for the past several months and we feel that he is being 
totally unreasonable for whatever reasons he may have. Mr. 
Maclnnes points out in his view all of the evils that the Bike Path 
will create, but there is no mention of the good thing that it 
brings such as people walking, jogging, handicap people in 
wheelchairs and bikers just enjoying the outdoors and getting 
the health benefit that the path would provide. The Medical 
Community is strongly preaching to exercise and one of the best 
exercises you can participate in is a simple walk or bicycle ride. 
These activities that the bike path would provide for us are so 
beneficial for so many health conditions such as diabetes, 
hypertension, and maintaining a healthy heart.

total cost of the project. The letter may have been correct in 
stating that the total cost of the project is probably $1.5 million 
now. It is absolutely impossible for us to know exact figures for 
sure. The town's share of the cost may be approximately 
$150,000 for the entire project — all four phases. It may be much 
less than this estimate as well. 

What was obviously omitted in his letter was the fact 
that the 10 percent town match will be met easily by in-kind 
town services such as appraisal fees, right-of-way clearings, and 
right-of-way acquisition costs. The total out-of-pocket costs for 
the townspeople will probably amount to $13 - $15 per year for 
four years for residents who own a home valued at $200,000. 
That's probably what many of us pay to take our families out to 
eat in one evening alone. 

This abutter feels that town voters should know the 
exact cost of the entire project. The engineering complexity of 
this project is similar to that of other town construction projects. 
Why should the bike path be held to a higher cost estimating 
standard than much more expensive projects that the town has 
approved without knowing exact costs? Let's be fair. 

Last year and in previous years, many of you voted to 
appropriate funds for this bike path. This abutter claims that the 
bike path should be put on the back burner or put to rest 
altogether because of the many other important financial issues 
facing the town this year. 

Personally, I think that it is safe to say there will always 
be important financial issues facing the town. If it's not the 
school construction costs, the library addition costs, nor the extra 
salaries for town workers, there will always be reasons why 
some people will attempt to persuade residents to "kill" the bike 
path project. 

Voters — don't be fooled by these tactics. Please 
remember why you voted for this last year and in previous 
years. Nothing has changed except that the opposition has 
become more vocal. 

The (letter) asked, "And what do we get?" What all 
town residents will get, with just Phase I construction of the 
Mattapoisett path, is a path that connects to the Phoenix Bike Path 
and will provide a 4.5-mile paved trail. We get a way to connect 
communities. We get a free recreation outlet for all Mattapoisett 
residents — the disabled, seniors, children, families ... everyone. 
We get excitement; we get joy; we get happy smiles; we get 
unity; and we get more phases of the bike path built. But most of 
all, we get a way to preserve the beauty of Mattapoisett so that 
everyone in the town has a right to access its open land spaces — 
not just now, but for generations to come.

"And what do we get?" We also get safety. Have you 
observed the condition of the sidewalks on Route 6 in 
Mattapoisett lately? Have you ever tried to ride a bike on it or 
roller-blade on it or even walk it? The curb in some places is six 
inches high. That, coupled with dodging the mailboxes and 
telephone poles, makes for some pretty dangerous activity. It is 
my understanding that a number of years ago a fatal accident 
involving a pedestrian occurred on Route 6 in Mattapoisett. Are 
we going to wait for another serious accident to occur before we 
become proactive and provide an alternative route of transporta- 
tion to access all parts of the town? We get many good things 
from Phase I of this bike path! That's why the voters of 
Mattapoisett continue to support it and have supported it in 
previous Town Meetings.

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Panic

Panic Room. Starring Jodie Foster and Forest Whitaker. 
Directed by David Fincher. Running time: 108 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Technology is the star of Panic Room, in front of the camera and 
behind it. The action centers on an impenetrable chamber in an 
expensive brownstone, a room designed to withstand the most 
sophisticated and persistent home invaders. There's one thing it 
can't hold off, though: David Fincher' s camera. This director, who 
showed a flair for ominous, oppressive mood in Alien 3, Seven, and 
The Game, now treats the frame as his panting, frisky puppy. With the 
aid of computer animation, the camera rockets into keyholes, vents, 
even right through the handle of a coffee pot. I appreciate Fincher 7 s 
desire to keep a claustrophobic movie visually interesting, but all it 
does is scream "This is a movie — would you all please look at how 
much of a movie this is." 

Jodie Foster moves into the aforementioned brownstone with 
her teenage daughter (Kristen Stewart, realistically deadpan and 
unimpressed by anything). They're shown the "panic room" before 
they move in; the idea of it gives Foster the creeps. (This leads to the 
movie's almost-lonely note of wit: Nursing buried-alive fears inside 
the panic room, Foster mutters "Ever read any Poe?" "No," says 
friend Ann Magnuson — who really should be getting more work — 
"but I loved her last album.") Naturally, Foster doesn't think to stock 
the panic room with supplies (say, food or insulin for her diabetic 
daughter) or hook up the room's independent phone line before 
moving in; naturally, a trio of thieves pick the duo's first night in the 
house to break into it, in search of a safe containing rumored millions; 
naturally, said safe is inside the panic room. 

Give screenwriter David Koepp some credit: He manages to 
keep this impasse plot — Foster and daughter, having taken refuge 
in the panic room, can't get out; the thieves can't get in — going for 
a while solely on tension. At certain points it's as if Sam Neill and the 
two children from Jurassic Park (which Koepp adapted) hid up in that 
tree from raptors for two hours, except that these numan raptors are 
considerably less toothsome. The ringleader is big, cuddly Forest 
Whitaker, who really shouldn't be asked to play an imposing villain 
straight (that he was cast — brilliantly — as the lethal, virtuosic 
samurai in Ghost Dog was part of that movie's joke); to be fair, though, 
he's the one with a conscience, the thief who just wants to get the 
money without excess bloodshed. His partners, the jittery Junior 




(Jared Leto, amusing when he's being bashed around) and the stone 
psycho Raoul (Dwight Yoakam, working his razorblade monotone 
to good effect), are less concerned with the welfare of their captives 
— and, fortunately, much less smart than any person onscreen, and 
only slightly less smart than many pieces of furniture onscreen. 

You can judge, with a sigh, why Foster was attracted to this 
material (other than a residual urge to work with David Fincher, in 
whose The Game she was slated to play the Sean Penn role before 
dropping out due to pregnancy). She gets to play fierce protector — 
Clarice Starling as a mama, saving those lambs (or at least one) all 
over again. She doesn't do a great deal we haven't seen from her 
before, and it comes as absolutely no shock that she's self-sufficient 
and resourceful enough to hold the villains at bay while keeping her 
daughter safe. The movie is a mere exercise for Foster, her proof that 
she can do pared-down mainstream stuff as well as anyone. We 
knew that. She can do pretty much anything as well as anyone. What 
I'd like to see from her, every decade or so, is a character with some 
flaws — maybe even, gasp, a villain. A woman as smart and formidable 
as Foster projects herself to be could play a female monster to reckon 
with, but where' s the screenwriter ready to write such a role? 

And where' s David Fincher' s head these days? Whooshing 
through keyholes and coffee pots, I guess. Fincher, it's clear by now, 
is a slickster in the Ridley Scott mold; few directors lay on the 
shadows and bass reverb as skillfully as he, but after five films, what 
does he have to say? From the evidence, possibly that any person 
with the ill luck to be trapped in a David Fincher design had better 
prepare to bloody himself or herself on the long way out of it. Panic 
Room can be taken as a deeply sick and depressing joke on Fincher' s 
own predicament — his style is his panic room, ana whether he ever 
breaks out depends on how richly he's rewarded for staying inside 
it.

Now that all the sign-waving, hand-shaking, and yes, 
even a fair amount of mud-slinging have come to pass, vot- 
ers in Mattapoisett should be congratulated for making their 
voices heard — loud and clear — in the only forum that re- 
ally matters when all is said and done: the ballot box. After 
enduring a nearly two-month-long campaign season, 
Mattapoisett voters flocked to the Knights of Columbus Hall 
on Route 6 in droves on Tuesday, April 2 and made their 
choices for various elected officials known, regardless of 
political agendas and campaign promises. As of 1:00 pm 
that afternoon, an impressive 694 voters had already cast 
their ballots, and poll workers were praising the steady, 
healthy turnout of people since the polls opened at 10:00 
that morning. By the time the polls closed at 8:00 pm, an 
unofficial total of 2,385 — a whopping 56 percent of the 
town's registered voters — had cast ballots. 

There's something to be said for vibrant, contested races; 
and given that Mattapoisett hasn't had many of late, the 
three-way contest for Selectman and two-way battle for 
Town Clerk certainly did much to encourage people to get 
out and vote. I have to confess a certain amount of pride in 
seeing a good number of supporters, standing shoulder-to- 
shoulder with their candidates, all bearing campaign signs 
in front of the KOC Building this week. I don't think I've 
seen such a thriving and visible election in Mattapoisett in 
the last 10 years, and for the first time I felt like there, in- 
deed, was an election going on. Call me a big-city boy, but 
some of the past Mattapoisett races I've covered have been 
downright cake walks. And some have, dare I say it, been 




just plain boring. But the level of excitement and enthusi- 
asm was palpable while talking to candidates and support- 
ers outside the polls in Mattapoisett this week. I'm hoping 
that upcoming contested races in Rochester (April 10) and 
Marion (April 26) also bring out voters in large numbers. 

To me, all the recent patriotism and flag-waving become 
empty gestures if people don't exercise their democratic 
privilege and participate in the election process. Hats off to 
the winners and all who made the brave attempt to run for 
office; but the real kudos belongs to the voters of 
Mattapoisett, for keeping democracy alive and making their 
voices heard and their choices count.
